pulities expressed fear that the 
Water committee’s recommendation, 
if adopted, would lead to the saiec 
of the county system to the Great- 
er City at an excessive price, which 
naturally would mean higher ratcs

“The proposed sale is now before 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion upon the application of Com- 
monwealth Utilities for authority 
to acquire and hold the 14,000 
shares of the water company’s 
common stock.

- NEW YORK, April 2¢.—Reit- 
erating its stand against the five- 
day week, the American Newspa- 
per Publishers’ Association at the 
closing session of its annual con- 
vention yesterday approved a letter 
written to the International Typo- 
graphical Union denouncing the 
plan as uneconomical.

Taylor of Boston, of the associa- 
tion’s Standing Committee, was in 
reply to a request of Woodruff 
Randolph, secretary of the Inter- 
national Union, that the publish- 
ers indorse the five-day weck. 

Taylor said the plan was un- 
sound and if adopted would be car- 
ried out at the expense of the pub- 
lishers. | 

This action followed the accep- 
tance Thursday of the report -car- 
rying the recommendation that no 
publisher enter into a five-day 
week agreement with the printing 
trades unless a national policy is 
adopted and approved by both the 
A. N. P. A. and the Internationa! 
Union. 

New York City printers, who 
have demanded a five-day week 
with the six-day pay, ere seeking 
permission of the International 
Union at Indianapolis to call a 
strike vote because the publishers 
have refhised to grant their request. 

The association adopted a reso- 
lution condemning the Minnesota 
“gae law,” declaring it to be 2 vio- 
lation of the first and fourteenth 
amendments to the Constitution.

Indians from the Rosebud Reser- 

vation attending Federal Court 


here tell of a white-bearded Jesuit | 


priest, who has been one of their 
spirityal leaders for the last 46 
years and who is, now retired from 
reguiar @uties but remains among 
them. 

The priest is Father Florentine 
Digmann, who came out to the 
St. Francis mission in Todd Coun- 
ty, South Dakota, in 1884 from st. 
Louis, where he had been teaching. 
Upon bis arrival at the Rosebud, 
the Sioux named him Pute Hin- 
Sapah, which translated into En- 
slish means.“black beard.” Today 
this name is a distinct misnomer 
us Father Digmann’s beard is as 
white as snow. 

When Father Digmann came to 
the St. Francis mission, the Rose- 
bud country was undeveloped and 
the inhabitants hardly more than 
half civilized. With a 17-year col- 
lege course behind him, the time 
required of Jesuits to spend in col- 
lege before they become ordained, 
the priest met conditions that drew 
u sharp contrast to the atmosphere 
ef culture he was accustomed to. 
A crude frame building capable 
of accommodating 25 Indians fur- 
nished him with the facilities to 
conduct religious services for the 
natives. His. own living quarters 
were scant and his food meager. 

Sometimes Without Food. 

His charges were widely scat- 
tered: many miles intervened be- 
tween the various villages of his 
mission district, and the only way 
father Digmann had to travel 
about was by foot. Under those 
conditions he spent many trying 
times trudging through snow in 
winter and mud and rain in sum- 
mer to fulfill his duties. Some- 
times after a long hike of Several 
miles under adverse conditions he 
would conduct religious services, 
then visit the sick, and sometimes 
he would be invited by an Indian 
family to share a meal with them. 

On other occasions, after a long 
trek and religious services, Father 
Digmann would find that an in- 
vitation to dine was not forthcom- 
ing, and he was compelicd to walk 
back to the mission. 

But, though frequently turned 
away hungry from the Indian's 
door, this clergyman was known to 
be one from whose door no bun- 
sty man was turned away. He 
was known among his neighbors 
for his deeds of charity and, kind- 
ness, helping needy families and 
gradually won a warm spot in the 
hearts of the Sioux. 

His first great difficulty was 
learning the Sioux dialect, but, the 
Indians say, he proved to be an 
adept student, and in a surprising- 
ly short time was able to deliver 
sermons to the Red men in the lan- 
guage they understood. ~ 

His willingness to serve made 
him popular among the Indians. 
Oftimes in winter, when the ‘mer- 
cury was far below zero and the 
wind whipped acros the Dakota 
prairie, driving a flurry of snow 
before it, an Indian messénger 
would arrive at Father Digmann’'s 
hut, telling him of an Indian on his 
death bed, who had asked for the 
priest to administer to him. With- 
out exception he would dress has- 
tily and hurry on foot to the hut 
of the Indian to take the last Sac- 
raments of the Catholic Church. 

His first years were trying pnes 
for one uot accustomed to ‘the 
Vigorous outdoor life of the 
prairies, and while Father. Dig- 
mann found many willing Indians 
to Nsten to his preachings and 
teachings, many openly scoffed at 
him for his efforts. 


| ‘Teservation in Dakota 
-Mlocked to the missions. by the 
thousands to pay their respects to | 


the trip on the condition that IT 
employ a man to go with me and 
bring the mule back. -The only 
men whose services might be avail- 
able on this mission, I: learned, 
were Indian mozgos under the su-

On my inquiring for.a man to 
accompany. me, I was told by the 
alcalde that he would not be able 


had elapsed. All his men. were off 
on trips, -he said. 

The route to Coban leads through 
a line of coffee fincas. Rather 
than wait five days,. I determined 
to make thé journey by getting 
animals from one finca. to another, 
thus escaping the monotony of do- 
ing nothing. ang aiso gétting «a 
better knowledge of the country. 

' Faster Than the Mule. . 


The officers of Dieseldorff & 
Co. lent me a horse to go to a finca 
whose name I shall choose to for- 
get, and sent a mozo to carry my 
luggage. At the finca I received 
an hospital welcome from the ad- 
ministrator who put me up for the 
night, and in the morning sent me 
on toward Coban on a saddle mule. 
A Kekchi Indian was sent to carry 
my baggage and show me the road 
to the finca of Arenal, where ._I 
was to seek another mount. In 
case my guide should fali down on 
his job, the admin‘strator gave me 
a penciled sketch of the route, 
stating that I was to cross two 
bridges and to look out for three 
forks. 

At the first two forks, I was to 
turn to the right; at the third, to 
the left. . 

We set out over a winding road, 
cut for long stretches in the sides 
of mountains. A man on horse- 
back in this region cannot go much 
faster than an Indian on foot, and | 
I was content to ktep the pace set 
by my Buide, who often caused me 
to make my mule run to keep up 
with him, for he took many steep 
short cuts where the animal could 
not pass. The 40 pounds of bag- 
gage which he carried on his back, 
suspended from a head-strap, ap- 
parently bothered him not at all, 
and sometimes he Would trot along 
behind me, smiling though per- 
spiring. ’ 


* Too Many Forks in the Road. 
Some time after passing the first 
bridge over the Chiacte River, my 
guide disappeared on a short cut— 
I was to see him no more At sa 
point where the trail. forked to the} 
left and upward to hillsides piant- 
ed to coffee, I saw a horseman in 
khaki riding suit and helmet; de- 
scending to the road I was follow- 
ing. We fell in behind a mule 
pack train, and shortly reached a 
second bridge. The horseman had 
brown eyes, and his skin was 
tanned by the tropical sun; think- 
ing him.to be a Guatemalan, I ad- 
dressed him in Spanish, asking if I 
were on the road to Arenal. “No,” 
he .replied in the same language, 
but with a foreign accent. “You 
lost. the -traill at the fork.” I 
thanked him, and turning my mule 
back toward the fork, soon lost 
the man from sight. 
Before reaching the fork. I took 
out my sketch again, and examined 
it. Just what I thought! 


ser in these parts—or maybe he 
had misunderstood me... With these:

a steep rock-paved trail, that 
curved and curved up the mountain 
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Lost and Without Water. 


I had left in the morning, and 
by early afternoon, with the sun 
of the tropics blazing down on me, 


frained from drinking water at- 
streams or huts. 

I kept on the lookout for fruit, 
but was unabie to obtain any. 

. “My mule climbed to the top of 
@ mountain, and ahead I could see 
many green hills. I rode onward, 
ever. on the iookout for a finca 
house, but all I saw was woods 
thatched huts and corn fields. At 
some of the huts I found no one. 
Presently I espied a shack in front 
of which a woman wearing a waist 
and skirt was standing with a 
sinall girl. I headed in that direc- 
tion, and they sped out through 
the woods and across the valley, 
where. there was no trail Some 
of the Indians, because of the high 
taxes on liquor, make an intoxicat- 
ing drink, which they call “chicha” 
from the sugar cuhe. The woman 
may have thought I was one of 
the inspectors who are wont to 
cal] at the huts, with power to 
impose heavy fines. 

They Don’t Speak Spanish. 

I passed the hut, and the trail 
led to the river bank; there was 
no bridge. Upstream I had seen 
rapids and boulders, so knowing 
no boat would come along, I went 
back to the hut which the woman 
and girl had abandoned.

Miss Smith is 18 years old but 
younger in manner. She is the 
blue-eyed kid” of Roosevelt 
Field, Long Island, soft mannered, 
plumpish, naive, pretty and unaf- 
fected, but one of the best women 
pilots in the country. 

Since she was 15 she has been 
making her own living in aviation, 
operating as a free lance and tak- 
ing commissions from numerous 
companies. At present she is test- 
ing planes for Bellanca, putting 
them through spins and spirals and 
demonstrating new ships to pros- 
pective buyers. 

Last March she set the women’s 
altitude record of 32,000 feet at 
Roosevelt Field. In April, last 
year, she established a solo en- 
durance record for women of 26 
bours and 27 minutes. In the fol- 
lowing November, at Los Angeles, 
with Miss Bobby Trout, she set a 
refueling endurance mark of 42 
hours. ' More tries for record are 
ahead but Miss Smith would not 
reveal the details. 

Nor would she relate her more 
exciting experiences. “It wouldn't 
be good for aviation,” she said 
gravely. This from the young lady 
who is 1928 skimmed the surface 
of East River and under the spans 
of the Queensboro, Manhattan, 
Williamsburg and Brooklyn bridges 
in a tiny biplane and last March 
in her altitude hop lost conscious- 
ness when her oxygen line jammed 
four miles in the air, flopped down- 
ward several thousand feet before 
regaining control.

It was a wonderful sensation 
to have reached 32,000 feet.” 

Miss Smith was almost “raised in 
an airplane cockpit.” 

“You see,” she explained, “I flew 
a ship when I was 10 years old, 
with someone else along, of course;

made plenty of landings.
